The Defense Controversy 


After the Marine Corps presents its 
case today, Secretary of Defense Johnson, 
Air Secretary Symington and others will 
spend most of the remainder of the week 
defending the B-36 and the defense poli- 
cies they have formulated. 


The issue is not the B-36, the Navy 
Carrier or the Air Force. 

It is, rather, the domination of defense 
policies, expenditures and strategies by a 
single individual and, principally, by a sin- 
gle weapon. 

We do not hold with those, including 
Sec. Johnson, who fear that a thorough 
airing of the dispute is injurious to na- 
tional safety. The oldest trick in govern- 
ment is the suppression, on grounds of se- 
curity, of discussions which might reflect 
unfavorably on those in power. 


Actually, the present dispute flared up 
with great violence because the Defense 
Secretary had been successful, until the 
House Armed Services Committee laid 
down its own rules, in gagging those who 
opposed official policy. Prior to the Crom- 
melin eruption all testimony before the 
Committee was ordered cleared through 
the Secretary’s office. And until that time 
no testimony had been permitted which 
was contrary to the official view. 


The Navy charges simmer down to two 
chief points. One is that the Navy is be- 
ing overruled in the use of sea weapons 
by Sec, Johnson and the Army and Air 
Force members of the joint chiefs of staff, 
none of whom, until recent weeks, ever 
had been aboard an aircraft carrier. The 


Dooly Meets a Problem

At the same time, 
funds for the B-36 have been greatly en- 
larged and this plane was ordered in quan- 
tity without being evaluated by the special 
board set up in the Defense Department 
for that purpose. 

Though the law specifically provides 
for the Marine Corps and Naval aviation, 
and specific funds for their operation have 
been appropriated, these two branches of 
the Navy, it is charged, are in danger of 
being wiped out because of the cuts 
ordered by Sec. Johnson. 

Unification of the armed services is 
highly desirable, but merger never was in- 
tended. Ferdinand Eberstadt, head of the 
Hoover Commission task force on re- 
organization of the armed forces, made 
that plain in testimony before both the 
Senate and House Armed Services Com- 
mittees. 

Merger of the armed forces would mean 
a General Staff setup such as lost the last 
two wars for Germany. 

What is needed is coordination and co- 
operation. That never can be achieved 
if two branches of the service are allowed 
to vote another out of existence or to strip 
it down to impotence. And this country 
cannot afford to depend for its survival 
upon a defense strategy formulated prin- 
cipally by a single individual and main- 
tained, until the last ten days, by enforced 
silence, with threat of court-martial upon 
any who might express opposition.

Less than 20 years ago DeKalb County was 
leading a peaceful, pastoral existence adjacent 
to Atlanta. It was largely a farming county. Its 

urban center, Decatur, was the center of a small, prosperous town. 
Many of the residents worked in Atlanta. 


Today the county is, without quite realizing it, an industrial 
community and rapidly on the way to becoming a heavily industrial- 
ized one. Great factories sprawl where but a few years ago were 
cotton fields and gardens. The type of farming remaining is large- 
ly subsistence typ@é—with one or more of the farm family working in 
industry. The population has burgeoned. 


Ch The pressure on every institution has increased. Poli- 
ange tics, with more voters, has changed. Extra jobs, for 
the sake of votes, have grown up in addition to those required 
by the additional population. Still conservative, the county 
can already see ahead a time when the labor vote will be the 
balance of power. 


DeKalb is one of the most prosperous counties in the South. 
It currently is undergoing a throbbing controversy with the 
grand jury, pointing to the fact the budget is out of bounds 
and the people have the choice of doing without services or 
paying for them. 

This is a story being duplicated all over America, | 

It illustrates the American dilemma our cities are 
growing. Fewer and fewer persons are needed on the land. 
The counties, which greeted with joy the persons who “moved 
out into the country,” now are confronted with heavily popu- 
lated communities. 

DeKalb, which is to vote on school bonds and ought to vote 
for them because of the efficient and economical operation of 
the system by its fine superintendent, finds that in 1946 there 
were but 9,800 children enrolled in the county school. This 
year there are 14,340 and on the basis of the birth rate fig- 
ures, there will be more than 16,000 children enrolled three years 
hence. 

There is pressure on librames, on garbage collections, 
sanitary inspectors, on public health, on welfare, and so on.

Reacti rn Typical citizens are reacting in a manner typical of 
0 reaction all over the nation—not just in Georgia. 


What has happened to us—and what still is happening—has been 
going on since about 1880 when the population trend to cities began. 

But, in DeKalb, as elsewhere, the citizens tend to think in terms 
of what used to be. There is an inability to understand. why the 
budget, so much larger than it was a few years ago, still isn’t nearly 
enough. 

The government is under pressure for new services—extra police, 
enlarged garbage collections, more teachers, more employees—and 
because all of us tend to think in terms of the past, that seems un- 
reasonable. 

In a sense some of it is. But only a very little of it can be 
changed. For example, almost any county will find it is duplicating 
some services. Almost any county will find the sheriff has put on 
more men than he needs. Almost any county will find itself support- 
ing more courtroom bailiffs‘than are needed. There will be “politi- 
cal jobs” which close administration can cut off. 

But, this will not touch the deep, basic problem. 

There are more people and their numbers will grow. 

If they do not get the services they will support some demagogue 
who promises everything. The decision which communities possess- 
ing responsible government fates is to realize the needs are greater 


_and find a way to finance them. 


Taxes No one wants more taxes. But, due to our present sys- 

tem, every county of any population has hundreds of 
families which pay as little as $10 a year in taxes, due to the home- 
stead exemption act. For this they send children to school, ride on 
paved roads, receive police protection, and other services. I would 
be willing to wager DeKalb County could find, if it looked, many 
families paying less than $10 a year. 

Georgia’s counties are in for a bad time because the federal 
courts have ruled they must carry out the state laws—to provide 
equal school buildings and facilities for Negro children. Yet, because 
of their poverty, and their general history of low income in a planta- 
tion economy, these Negroes pay sometimes as little as 3 percent of 
It is not their fault. But it is a fact. 

So both the rural counties and the urban ones, with huge fac- 
tory pay rolls and large populations, have essentially the same

WASHINGTON—I hate to say this about a pal, but Congress at this writing doesn’t know whether 
it’s going or coming. The members of same under a law of their own writing were supposed to go 


home last August. 


Last week, they said they’d quit. But I 
wouldn’t be surprised if the gentlemen still were 
making speeches at each other next week, too.

NEW YORK—A paper called the Wage Earner, published jn Detroit by the Association of 
Catholic Trade Unionists, contains on page one of its October issue a box which I regard as a piece 
of pietistical cant. It says: “Not as an enemy to be hated but as a fellow man in need of prayer, does 
the wage earner view Westbrook Pegler, self-styled hater of unions. : 


“Once a very promising liberal, Mr. Pegler 
exhibited intervals of brilliance which might 
have carried over to his socially-conscious days 
had not some unforseen event intervened. 

“Prayer, coupled with patient explanations 
may once again restore the gifted writer to his 
normal place in society. 

“The wage earner requests that all workers 
set aside Oct. 31 as a ‘pray for Westbrook Pegler 
day’ and observe this date thenceforward in the 
earnest hope that Mr. Pegler will rejoin the 
forces of social justice and economic democracy.”

Church's Headache, 


Women’s Freedom 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN

The Church has been wrestling might- - 


ily with its conscience of late, trying to 


' Yationalize the position of men in its organization. 


Many leaders are uneasy about the status of women, 
who are almost universally barred from participation in 
the businéss of the church, and in clerical conclaves over 
the land the issue rears its insistent head with more and 
more frequency. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church debated the subject last week 
in San Francisco, and three rectors known well in Atlanta and 
throughout the State were quoted in the stories that came back 
on the controversy. 

The Rev. Matthew M. Warren, Rector of All Saints 
Church, Atlanta, said: “If we expect women to finance us, 
they should have the privilege and responsibility of repre- 
sensation. If they are communicants, they should have the 
right of representation.” 

The Rev. Allan Clarkson, Rector of the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Augusta, said: “Don’t put on the shoulders 
of the women our responsibility. Man and woman have 
different functions in the home and in the church. We rec- 
ognize this in the home and in having only men in holy 
orders.” 

The Rev. Jame W. Kennedy, of Lexington, Ky., formerly 
of Atlanta, said: “Let us consider women as persons,” and 
the Rev. William H. Brady, of Alton, Ill., formerly of Savan- 
hah, urged the convention to “face the issue squarely and 
not to dodge it... .” 

_ There are many ardent churchwomen who feel keenly about 
this ancient discrimination against their sex, and they have a poSi- 
tion, but there are many who are chuckling about the situation 
and feeling that the men are the losers in the battle. 

The “business” of the church is, after all, a headache, a tem- 
poral tangle of push-and-pull, and as far apart from the spiritual 
side of religion as a profit and loss statement is apart from the 
Apostle’s Creed. 

To be free of a “voice” in church business has emancipated 
many @ good woman to raise her voice, along with her prayers, 
tin the interest of the real work of the Lord. 

While deacons and stewards joust over the technique of raising 
funds and electing delegates, the women of their congregations have 


been busy missionaries of the real concepts of religion. 


A Professor in Eden Theological Seminary, John Biegelsisen, 
D. D., wrote a fine summation of ‘Women in the Church” in the 
last issue of the monthly magazine “The Church Woman.” 

“Women are in the front-line trenches for the rebirth of 
moral fervor in the life of America and of the world; they 
are contending for the preservation of the spiritual ideal 
with which to interpret life.... For it is the spiritual which 
feeds the moral. Our reforming zeal needs to be fanned 
by the ‘breath of heaven.’ 

“It is here where the women of the churches can render 
a priceless ministry. A woman’s supreme endowment is 
her power of spiritual vision. Her religion is an exquisite 
intuition. Her sense of God is an extra sense, a kind of 
added sensitiveness. She reaches spiritual realities not too 
much by reasoning as by an immediate discernment; not by 
stages of inference but by an insight swift and direct as 
light. She is almost naturally religious, which means that all 
religious avenues in her life are receptive to the mystic 
messengers and open to spiritual communion. 

“ ,.. It was a woman who was the herald of the resurrec- 
tion. Maybe that in a deeper and fuller sense she is to be 
the herald of the resurrection of the churches and the nations. 
The women of the*Church can save the country. if they, like 
Mary Magdalene, come out with the witness: ‘We have seen 
the Lord,’ and because of that people, events and things 
have a spiritual meaning.”

Believing that the great weakness of the church today 
is the lack of trained personnel, 20 women have entered 
the Candler School of Theology at Emory’ University to 
study for the Master of Religious Education degree. 


In addition to class work, 
these students get actual experl- 
ence by working with various de- 
partments at First Methodist 
Church. 

The women believe that the 
other glaring fault of the church 
is the inability of the congrega- 
tion to understand the objectives 
of the church. 

What, in their opinion, is the 
main objective of the church? 
“To teach Christfin principles 
and to help people incorporate 
these principles into their lives.” 
replied Rosalind Gilmore. 

According to Ethel Martin, 
who quit her job as assistant 
buyer in a local department 
store to study religion, material- 
ism is the principal obstacle to 
the church’s effectiveness. 


“The church is having to com- | 


pete with secular things,” says 
the pretty student. “Movies, the 


newspapers, and radio have, by | 


publicizing sin, made it so at- 


tractive that they are changing | 


our mores. People have lost their 
sense of what is right and 


wrong.” 


“Sin is no longer accompanied 


by feelings of guilt,” she con- 
tinued. 

Do the students feel that to- 
day’s religion is chiefly intel- 
lectual or emotional? “We’ve 
gone from the zealous ‘Old Time 
Religion’ and awung too far in 
the opposite direction,” declared 
Rosalind Gilmore. “TI think. the 
church must find a middle 
ground.” 


“We need emotionalism,” add-

Travel in Europe 
Provides Interest 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark—Up-to-the- 
minute information I am giving you now, 
but a few months hence you had better 


check it, for “Hell’s a Poppin 
compared with the fantastical changes in E 


pop suddenly. 

Well here goes: You need no 
visa on your passport to get into 
Denmark but if you go there 
from Belgium you have to secure 
a transit permit to pass through 
Germany. This will take you 
about two days plus a small sum 
of money. On my way to this 
conference of American Wom- 
en’s Clubs overseas being held 
here in Copenhagen I left Brus- 
sels at 7:15 p. m. one evening on 
the Nord Express, an Interna- 
tional train. 


The station might have been 
one in America. They were tear- 
ing down the old, building the 
new. But the train was different! 
They don’t call it “the sleeper,” 
but the “sleeping.” “What sleep- 
ing does your ticket call for?” 
There is a long narrow aisle and 
opening on to it the compart- 
ments. If you are traveling sec- 
ond class, which most everyone 
over here does, because the dif- 
ference in price is considerable 
you are sharing a compartment 
—if the ticket office has not 
made a mistake—with one of 
your own sex. As I had some 
writing to do I went first class. 

In the compartment is one 
long seate-opposite, water and a 
washing basin. If you like to lie 
down during the day this seat 
has advantage—but I did not 
want to relax and didn’t like this 
arrangement for it necessitated 
riding backwards. 

At night you are not sleeping 
in line with the engine, but at 
right angle to it. 

As soon as the train started we 
queued for dinner. The diner 
was similar to ours. The service 
and food good. The head steward 
must be an expert mathematici- 
an because all moneys were ac- 
ceptable and he had to exchange 
them. At our table I paid in 
German marks—(I was allowed 
about $8 worth). The girl next 
to me coming from Paris paid in 
French francs.

I got into conversation with 
the young woman who was 
Swedish, in the forestry depart- 
ment, and after hours a guide 
in Stockholm.

When I told her I was 
a journalist, a member of the 
foreign press, she exclaimed

“No,” I protested, “one is 
never tired when interested. 
You only feel fatigue when you 
interest lags and mine seldom 
does!”’ 

“Just the same,” she counter- 
ed, “most Americans have little 
energy. They never want to see 
anything that requires them to 
climb steps or to do walking. 
They prefer sight-seeing from a 
comfortable auto.”’ 

The conversation was changed 
to Sweden and she told me about 
a hotel for children, no adults. 
If you were a parent and want- 
ed, for travel or other reasons, 
a bit of liberty, a carefree time 
from your offsprings, and yet 
knew they would be well cared 
for, you simply parked them in 
the children’s hotel and there 
they would get expert supervi- 
sion, the correct diet and exer- 


cise and sleep. What a boon to , 


parents! How many American 


fathers and mothers would like | 


as the old Negro mammies would 
say, “get shed” of responsibili- 
ty of child rearing for a few 
days—just long enough to catch 
their breath.

The people at the station come 
to greet their traveling friends, 
were neatly dressed and appear- 
ed well fed. From my large win- 
dow I could see excellent roads 
as the train fled on. 

We had to pass customs— 
were inspected by the Belgians 
before we could get out of the 
country, and inspected by the 
Germans before we got into the 
British Zone of Germany—then 
by the Danes. The Danes asked 
about what money we were car- 
rying. When I said I had 200 
Danish kroners -the authorities 
immediately made me hand over 
100—against the law to carry 
more into Denmar k—yet 200 
Kroner is just about twenty- 
five dollars. Best to travel with 
American Express checks— 
sometimes you don’t get as much 
for them, but it is worth losing 
a small amount to save your self 
the confusion—and some times 
you get more than if you were 
changing dollars. 


For instance in Belgium, 
banks won't accept dollars to ex- 
change, but will accept Ameri- 
can Express checks in. the free 
market because there is not suf- 
ficient demand. You get only 
48.50 francs for a dollar although 
Belgium devaluated her money 
to 50 francs to the dollar. This is 
what bank gives for an 
American Express check, less a 
small service charge. 

The trip from Belgium to Co- 
penhagen is about 24 hours, but 
it seems short, as the train goes 
onto a ferry and you can get off 
and walk the decks or have a 
meal. It is like a miniature ocean 
-crossing with everyone getting. 
friendly, and the sun setting on 
the water on one side and a full 
silver moon on the other. Con- 
tinued next week.
